(Original) The method of clarm 1, wherein the reservation request 
Includes Information related to the service requirements for a communication session 
associated with the reservation. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4, wherein the information 
related to the service requirements includes rnfomnation selected from the group 
comprising oonolcting of : 

information regarding the access technologies supported by the terminal, 
information regarding the services desired by the terminal, infomiation regarding the 
requirements for the services desired by the terminal, Information regarding the 
geographic area over which the service is required, rnfomnation regarding the duration 
of the reservation, infomnation regarding the time span over which the reservation can 
be made, information regarding the grade of the reservation and information regarding 
the mobility of the terminal. 

6- (Cun^ently Amended) The method of claim 1. wherein the step of 
dotormin l ng the service_broker contacting, com prises the steps of: 

sending a message to the [[a]] geographical domain server requesting 
information as to tlw networi< nodes that are located in a geographic area which can 
reserve the requested resource; and 

receiving a message from the geographical domain server indicating the network 
nodes that are tocated in the geographic area which can provide the requested 
resource. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 6, wherein the networi< nodes that are 
located in the geographic area which can reserve the requested resource are radio 
bearer brokers which reserve resources in the wireless network. 
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8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6, wherein the step of 
gl et e nwF i ing the service brokerjoontarting further comprises the steps of: 

sending a message to network nodes in the wireline network which are 
connected to the network node located In the geographic area which can provide the 
requested re^urce; and 

receiving responses firom the network nodes in the wireline network. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the network nodes in the 
wireline network are bandwidth brokers. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the reservation is made for 
the terminal by another terminal for a different geographic location than a geographic 
location from which the another terminal sent the reservation request. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the determination of whether 
resources are available rs based upon a historical analysis of traffic load, configuration 
parameters, characteristios of a radio environment for an area of the wireless network to 
be reserved and the amount of already reserved resources, 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein a guaranteed reservation is 
made with a first wireless network which uses a local area network access technology 
and a non-guaranteed reservation is made with a second wireless network which uses a 
wide area network access technology, wherein if resources are not available fn the first 
wireless network, the terminal uses the second wireless network for a communication 
session. 

1 3. (Originai) The method of claim 1 . further comprising the steps of: 
providing the temiinal with information related to the types of resources which can be 
reserved, wherein the resources are re^rv^ based upon the information.

be made, information regarding the grade of the reservation and information regarding 
the mobility of the terminal,
